HISTORICAL 1776 CONTINENTAL DOLLAR 





1776 Continental Dollar “CURRENCY EG FECIT”. PCGS graded AU-58. Pewter. Breen-1095; Newman 3-D, Hodder 3-B, R.3. The American Continen- 
tal Congress anticipated a loan of silver for coinage from their friends in France, and hence, unknown intermediaries contacted New Jersey engraver Elisha Gal- 
laudet to make dies, employing his popular renderings of the sundial and chain with each state engraved one to a link. Coinage began in secret, pending the hoped 
for loan of silver from France, these were struck primarily in tin, a few in brass, copper and even a silver example or two are known. As a new nation, the Unit- 
ed States needed to exercise its sovereign right to coin money, and further it was hoped that these coins would help prop up the rapidly deflating Continental 
Currency then in circulation. In theory, the Continental notes would then be redeemable in silver coin, supporting the notes stated value. Many tin (pewter) coins 
circulated, and their popularity remained high with the date 1776 emblazoned on the obverse, and the strong chain of the 13 original colonies linked on the 
reverse, with the bold statement WE ARE ONE at the center. The design elements had been sketched by Benjamin Franklin, and were seen on a few Continen- 
tal currency notes attributed to Elisha Gallaudet. These notes were clearly copied for the coin design, and misspellings of CURRENCY are seen on both the notes 
as well as a few of the coins. Unfortunately for the Continental Congress’ lofty plans, the silver bullion from France failed to materialize, the fractional currency 
depreciated, and the pattern pieces were destined to survive as testimony to the failure of America’s first bid for economic independence and prestige. 


The true denomination is not known, although they are approximately the size of later dollars, and hence that name has stuck. Perhaps they were meant to be 

Pence, or something closer to a cent in circulating value when struck in tin. Highly popular with collectors, the design elements employ the medieval symbols of 

the Sun with Face (God or Time personified), while the sundial with FUGIO refers to Time or the Sun which is fleeing, so one must use Time or daylight hours, | 
wisely. The motto, MIND YOUR BUSINESS means just that. On the reverse, each state is noted or abbreviated on a chain link, thirteen of which encircle the | 
reverse, with the center circle surrounded by glory rays with AMERICAN CONGRESS surrounding WE ARE ONE at the very center. The original dies were 
modified from beaded links (2 examples known in brass), and this variety is thought to have been the first large group struck, and most now show evidence of | 
circulation. The currently offered piece also exhibits the added phrase EG FECIT on the obverse just below the sundial depiction. An embellished substitute for 
the designer's initials, this Latin phrase is translated as “E(lisha) G(allaudet) made it.’ | 


For more than the last century, these were thought to have been struck in pewter, but they are actually tin, although similar, but not quite the same alloys. Keep- 

ing with this numismatic tradition, PCGS notes on their insert “Pewter.” This specimen displays the characteristic die crack that encircles the reverse and bisects 
several of the thirteen links. Medium argent-gray in color with each side exceptionally clean for the grade. A couple of trivial marks are noted within the chain 

links. As expected, the strike is sharp throughout, with virtually no weakness Even though the denticled borders are (typically) incomplete in isolated areas of both 

the obverse and the reverse, we note that the balance of this coin is well impressed and readily reveals each minute detail.

EXCEPTIONAL SELECT UNCIRCULATED 
1807 “COMET” VARIETY LARGE CENT 








1807 “Comet” Variety. PCGS graded MS-63 Brown. S-271, B-1, R.1, Die 
State VIII. One of the most spectacular large cent varieties is exhibited in the 
final year of the Draped Bust design. A lateral die flaw that resembles the tail 
of a comet is seen in the upper left obverse field. While far from the rarest 
variety of the year, the “Comet” is certainly one of the best-known. 


In April 1806, equipment failures at the Philadelphia Mint, namely a press 
breakdown, occurred which limited the production of cents. In 1807, pro- 
duction resumed, most likely using some of the dies that had been idled by 
the earlier press breakdown. To help make up for lost time, production was 
very heavy in 1807, and dies were used far beyond their life expectancy for 


one cent coins, thus the error as seen here. 


This particular die state is an advanced one that shows the unmistakable die 
bulge in the left obverse field, and a crack that extends along the bulge to the 
left rim. The surfaces are an even steel-brown color with just the faintest 
undertone of red still visible on the reverse when the coin is angled just so 
beneath a light source. Both sides are notably free from abrasions and a good 
strike shows overall. An exceptional opportunity for the early copper collector.

IMPORTANT 1813 LARGE CENT - AUSS NGC 





1813. NGC graded AU-55. S-292, B-2, R.2. Some scattered raised corro- 
sion shows mostly on the reverse. Slightly mottled chestnut and dark choco- 
late-brown surfaces. A beautiful cent, sharp and appealing, with no marks of 
consequence. The reverse does exhibit scattered raised inactive corrosion, 
manifesting as dark specks, which do not interrupt the design elements; the 
obverse shows only the most minor sort of low-level roughness. The overall 
appearance is that of a near Mint State coin. Cents of 1813 have long been 
accorded “semi-key” status among the early dates, and only three or four truly 
Mint State cents of this date are known. With those pieces in long-standing 
collections, including one impounded in the ANS, the importance of the 


present example to the high-grade date collector becomes clear.

1909-S VDB. NGC graded MS-66 Red & Brown. Highly lustrous with an 
even mix of mint red and golden-brown colorations over satiny surfaces and 
a great deal of natural eye appeal. A few faint flecks are apparent, but the 
overall appeal of this gem makes their presence forgivable. Among the most 
popular of all small cent issues and for good reason; its production figure of 
just 484,000 pieces is one of the lowest circulation strike mintages in the 
entire small cent series, 1857-present (only the 1909-S Indian cent has a 
lower mintage figure). Always desirable, especially as a Gem and as attractive 
as offered here.

A pleasing Pre- 
mium Gem from the first year of the design type, one that shows the shield 
obverse and rays reverse designs to their fullest advantage (these frequently 
come weak at the shield or at the rays, or both). Close examination of the 
reverse reveals some unfinished die details at the rays and stars. A pleasing, 
well preserved specimen in all regards. Population: 28 in 66, none are finer 
(11/07).

Well struck with all details being very 
sharp, including the horizontal shield stripes on the obverse and the star cen- 
trils on the reverse. Richly lustrous with a hint of natural patina. In general, 
it is more difficult to obtain Gem Mint State Shield nickels of this era than 
it is to acquire comparably graded proofs.

1913-S Type Two. NGC graded MS-66. Although not much publicity has 
been given to the 1913-S Type Two nickel in recent years, a half century ago 
when Buffalo nickels were available in circulation, this was the key date and 
mintmark to look for. Of course, most encountered were worn, with the date 
nearly missing. Today we have condition rarities or coins that are as common 
as can be in grades from MS60 to MS63, but are judged to be extremely valu- 
able in high grades. What we like, whenever it is available, is a foundational 
rarity or basic rarity to go along with the grade, meaning that a coin is a key 
issue in any and all levels of preservation. The 1913-S Type Two nickel fits 


this definition nicely. 


A lovely example of this scarce issue, with nearly full details, separated from 
striking perfection only by some trivial lightness that scarcely anyone would 
notice. Both obverse and reverse are attractively toned, the face of the coin 
being sky-blue, gold, and other hues, while the reverse tends toward antique- 
gold. NGC Census: 19 in 66, 4 are finer (11/07).

1913-S TYPE TWO BUFFALO NICKEL 
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1913-S Type Two. PCGS graded MS-65. An extremely difficult date to find 
in Gem grades. This particular coin has satiny luster with a smattering of red- 
dish-golden toning and subtle hints of blue as the coin is turned under a 
light. A well above average strike with excellent sharpness of detail on LIB- 
ERTY and the bison as well. A few minor speckles of carbon are noted on the 
obverse, but these hardly impair the exceptional eye appeal of this no-ques- 
tions Gem example.

1918/7-D. PCGS graded XF-45. The overdate details are plainly visible to 
the unaided eye, and the surfaces present a smooth dove-gray finish overall. 
A nicely struck coin, pleasing for the grade and devoid of unsightly marks 
from its modest stay in circulation. One of just a small number of overdates 
among 20th-century U.S. coinage, and as popular as any of the other over- 
date issues where demand and rarity are concerned. In his reference on the 
series, author David Lange noted: “The overdate is seldom visible below VG, 
which is the grade most often found. A number of coins grading VG-F may 
also be available at large shows, but anything in higher grades is rare.” He 
notes later in the text that: “The 1918/7-D overdate certainly rivals the 
1916/1916 and 1937-D 3-legged nickel for the title of most popular and 
highly sought variety in the series. Though discovered as long ago as 1931, it 
still remains scarce.” In that context, “scarce” no doubt refers to the number 
of VG or so specimens available to today’s collectorsé” rare” is the appellative 
where Choice XF or finer specimens of this desirable overdate are concerned.

This overdate nickel was explained by 
David Lange in his Complete Guide to Buffalo Nickels where he states, “The 
obverse die for this variety was actually manufactured during the latter quar- 
ter of 1917 at the Philadelphia Mint. In sinking a working die, two or more 
impressions had to be taken from a working hub. Between each impression, 
the developing die was taken to the furnace to be annealed, or softened, since 
the first impression caused the metal to become work-hardened. It was then 
ready for another impression. Amid the haste to produce new dies, a work- 
ing die that had already been impressed with a hub dated 1917 was then 
either inadvertently or intentionally given another impression from a hub 
dated 1918. The result was an overdate.”

1796. NGC graded MS-64. JR-4, R.4. While 1796 Mint State dimes are 
not the rarest stars in the numismatic community, a number seem to have 
survived in high grade, perhaps saved as first of the species. They are very rare 
this nice, incorporating all the desirability of nice condition, toning, strike, 
and high numerical grade. First year coins have always had a special demand, 
and a type set focused on these issues could find a new highlight with the 
purchase of this coin. 


A Choice Uncirculated example of the first U.S dime, a coin of unforgettable 
quality. Impressively struck argent-gray surfaces show mottled sea-green ton- 
ing around the obverse periphery, while most of the reverse is covered with 
mottled russet and sea-green colors. The devices well-detailed, boldly though 
not fully struck, with just the most minor hints of weakness at the center of 
the obverse, within a few millimeters of the centering dot. The reverse is also 
sharply detailed, with some forgivable bluntness of strike in an area of the 
eagle's breast and legs. The surfaces are nearly pristine; a long hard look with 
a glass fails to reveal a single easily identified contact point, and the same 
search reveals only a number of obvious clashmarks, particularly on the 
obverse. We would rank this among the elite 1796 dimes that exist.

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1797 13 Stars. NGC graded AU-58. JR-2, R.4. As 1797 unfolded, the 
Philadelphia Mint kept adding stars to the obverse die to represent the cur- 
rent number of states that had joined the Union. Once Tennessee joined in 
1797 the number of stars had increased from the original 13 to the new total 
of 16. Obverse dies were getting crowded with stars so it was decided to 
return to the original number of 13 stars rather than endlessly increase the 
count as more states joined the Union. The only two obverse dies used to 
coin dimes in 1797 employed either 13 or 16 stars. 


This is a memorable example of this elusive and important Guide Book vari- 
ety which boasts deep steel-gray toning over the obverse and reverse that 
deepens somewhat toward the peripheral regions. The surfaces are quite clean 
for a dime from this period, with no disturbing marks, bumps, or cuts. 
Noticeably clashed with the wreath outlined at the upper portion of the 
obverse. Both of the known die pairings used for dimes in 1797 are of simi- 
lar rarity (R.4.), but is the only one to show 13 obverse stars, making it eas- 
ily identifiable and needed by a great number of collectors. The strike is bold 
throughout, with portions of the eagle’s breast feathers clear and the wings 
and eye comparatively sharp. There are only two examples of this variety 
known in Mint State, both at PCGS, however, this AUS8 is the single finest 
thus far seen at NGC (11/07). A truly memorable specimen.

Soft steel-gray surfaces exhibit sub- 
tle olive tones as the coin is closely examined under a light. The dies show 
inherent flaws, particularly the badly rusted reverse, and bidders can refer the 
JR book's caveat that the reverse is “so pitted MS60 coins show little luster,” 
as this coin. The central strike is nicely defined in the hair, drapery, wing 
feathers, and shield horizontals. A group of tiny scratches is noted on Liber- 
tys throat and upper breast area, this being mentioned to help future 
researchers identify this important coin. 


As dime enthusiasts know, the 1801 is a very difficult date in any grade, but 
becomes geometrically harder as one moves up the grade scale. The JR book 
notes that “not more than two known” in MS60 and “of the highest rarity” 
in the grade. Although this one is a very nice AU, a smart bidder should con- 
sider the rarity of finer graded specimens, and if one is located, it may not 
appear much finer than the presently offered piece.

EXCEEDINGLY RARE 1876-CC BRANCH MINT PROOF DIME 
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110 1876-CC. PCGS graded Branch Mint Proof 65. After many hours of exhaustive research and visiting with several prominent numismatists, this researcher (JRJ) 
has been unable to find out exactly why any proof dimes were struck in 1876 at Carson City. Theories range from presentation to dignitaries to an unofficial 
commemoration of America’s Centennial year. Mint records do not contain any information on quantities struck (if they were for presentation), and who the 
lucky recipients might have been. Starting in 1838 at New Orleans, 20 branch mint proof half dollars were struck, ostensibly to test a new coining press. This 
practice continued in various years not only at New Orleans, but also at San Francisco, Carson City, and Denver until 1907 according to Walter Breen. Inter- 
estingly enough, the 1876-CC dime is not listed in Breen’s Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof Coins. 


Approximately 12 years ago, I had the pleasure to catalog a collection of branch mint proof Morgan dollars struck in both New Orleans and Carson City. While 
closely examining each specimen coin, it was clear the quality was somewhat lacking from that seen on similar Philadelphia Mint proof issues. It became appar- 
ent that the Mint employees at the branch mints were not accustomed to producing proofs for presentation, hence, traces of die rust, incomplete strikes, die 
cracks, and incomplete polishing were often present on those coins. 


These factors do not come into play on this example. Close examination reveals at least two (possibly three) impressions of the coining dies on a highly polished 
planchet. A high, sharp wire edge is visible around the circumference as indicated on most proof coinage. Full detail is brought up on Liberty's head, the upper 
left leaves of the wreath, and the kernels of wheat on the wreath. Attractive blue-green and argent-gray toning overlays each side, with subtle antique-gold accents 
at the reverse border lending a fully original appearance. For future identification purposes, several lateral hairlines are seen in the right obverse field from Liber- 
ty’s drapery to the E of AMERICA. Also, the depth of the toning wanes at the bases of the CC mintmark making both Cs appear doubled in a photograph, which 
they are not. 


We theorize that all the Proof (and Specimen Strikes) were struck from a single die pairing. These dies are distinguished by a tiny die chip present just below Lib- 
erty’s left (facing) knee, and noticeable recutting on the E of ONE at the lower right base and on the E of CENT to the left of the upright. These characteristics 
are also present on an NGC certified MS65 Specimen that was offered by RARCOA in 1990, Heritage in 1992, and 1996, and most recently in the Stack’s 
November 2007 sale. That particular coin exhibits numerous diagonal die striations over the obverse, these not being present on the presently offered piece. One 
theory is the striated example was a “first strike” from a freshly brushed obverse die and these striations subsequently disappeared on later strikes. 


We have traced the pedigree of this coin to the September 1983 Stack’s sale, lot 677 titled A Discovery Piece 1876-CC Dime in Proof. Presently, this is the only 
specimen certified by PCGS, another (uncertified) specimen is believed by the consignor to be in the Smithsonian Collection although we cannot verify that. 
Four “Mint State Specimen Strikings,” have been seen at NGC, although we feel this number might be inflated by resubmissions of the same coin. PCGS has 
graded this coin Proof 65, the only graded proof, and it is housed in an early green label holder. 


We would like to make a final footnote regarding our (attempted) research on this exceedingly rare, important coin. Quite possibly, the three finest coin collec- 
tions in America belong to the Smithsonian Institution, the American Numismatic Society, and the American Numismatic Association. None of these prestigious 
collections has an inventory listing, photo gallery, or cataloged descriptions of their coins that are available to the general public. The Smithsonian Collection is 
not on display and in permanent storage. The ANA Collection can be partially viewed in Colorado Springs, but no listing or photo archive is available, the ANS 
Collection can be partially viewed by visiting New York with a prior appointment. Again, no usable listing, cataloging data, or photos are available. Its too bad 
in this age of modern technology, digital photography, and high speed computers, these multi-million dollar collections lie in recluse from most people that would 


benefit the most from their educational value.

The obverse is well struck at the center, with excellent delineation of the hair strands, which on this die are particularly 
detailed. There is some lightness at the very highest points, just left of Liberty's temple. The stars on the left are needle sharp, and those on the right are well 
defined on the points, but are light at the centers. Interestingly enough, there are no mint-made adjustment marks on either side, an unusual occurrence for these 


often incorrectly weighed planchets. 


The reverse is a “poster example” of the design, with excellent detail of the branches (olive on the left, palm on the right), the lettering, and dentils. The eagle's 
feathers are mostly but not completely defined. Adjustment marks are also not present on the reverse. The reverse die is one of the most famous, perhaps the best 
known among early dollars. This is the Small Letters style, which had an extraordinarily long life, and was mated with multiple obverses dated as late as 1798.

Die Alignment I. A splendid specimen of one of the most 
important of all American silver coins. Both the obverse and reverse are toned a medium gunmetal-blue and dove-gray, nicely blended, yielding substantial eye 
appeal. The reverse die is in normal coin alignment, (180° opposite the obverse die), with the eagle flying "onward and upward," a phrase from early Mint cor- 
respondence. There are no mentionable spots or other distractions on this carefully preserved specimen. 


An interesting side note: the consignor relays the following story, "I received this coin from my mother. She had it since 1930 when she graduated from William 
and Mary University. It was a gift to her from her uncle, a coin collector. He offered her $100 cash or this coin. She took the coin and kept it!" 


Just 1,000 of these pieces were minted in December, 1836, all with the Proof process. Some of them were presented here and there, including two to President 
Andrew Jackson, others to Treasury officials, and a few to numismatic cabinets. Afterwards, many hundreds were simply placed into circulation for face value. 
This is the first (but not only) instance in which a coin made from polished dies, deliberately with proof finish, proved to be a circulating issue. For many years 
the variety has been considered to be a pattern, designated as J-60 (Pollock-65), but this is misdirected. The pieces were regular issue, not patterns or experimental 
in any way. 

The genesis of the Gobrecht dollar began in 1835 when Christian Gobrecht was hired at the Philadelphia Mint, to help Chief Engraver William Kneass, who in 
August had suffered a serious stroke. Gobrecht, whose credentials far exceeded those of Kneass, and who was one of the best known engravers in the United States, 


did not want to be called assistant engraver, and was hired as a second engraver, in his mind this meaning "another engraver,” not someone lower in rank. In any 
event, from that point onward, Gobrecht created nearly all of the new die work. Part of Kneass' salary was turned over to Gobrecht, this in addition to the stipend 


that Gobrecht received on his own. 

Director Patterson desired to redesign the silver coinage, replacing the John Reich motif, known today as the Capped Bust design, which had been in use for a 
long time. Titian Peale and Thomas Sully produced sketches of a Liberty Seated figure and an eagle, the last taken from "Peter," a mascot at the mint. These were 
turned over to Gobrecht to create models from them. According to numismatic tradition, published in the Adams-Woodin book on patterns in 1913, the first 


silver dollars had the inscription C. GOBRECHT EF. in large capital letters above the date and below the base of Liberty. Again, according to tradition, this was 
published in the newspapers and some controversy arose. The Mint director mandated their removal to a less conspicuous location, incused letters on the base of 


Liberty, scarcely visible. 
In its final form, the Gobrecht silver dollar appeared with a Liberty Seated figure on the obverse, Gobrecht's name inconspicuously placed on the base, and with 
the eagle lying onward and upward on the reverse, amid an array of 26 stars, 13 large and 13 small.

long until Michigan became the 26th (in 1837). 


In early 1837, additional Gobrecht dollars were struck from these dies, of a different standard under the authority of January 18, 1837, and differentiated from 
the originals by having the dies aligned in a medal turn - opposite to that seen on this coin. Still later, restrikes were made at the mint, probably through the early 


1870s.

For a long time it was thought that 12,000 business strikes were made of the 1895 dollar, based upon an entry in a Mint Report, however, no unequivocal Mint 
State piece ever came to hand, and a puzzle remained. A few years ago research in the National Archives by Henry T. Hettger laid the matter to rest. None were 


struck for circulation, and early correspondence suggests this. 


By all rights an 1895 dollar in a grade such as this should be worth hundreds of thousands of dollars, based upon the demand. However, quite a few collectors 
have adopted a mindset whereby the boundaries of their collection are defined by circulation strikes, not proofs. Accordingly, the present coin can be excused. 
The advantage is that the 1895 Proof dollar, while expensive, has consistently sold for what seems to be below its true value. If you are considering an example, 


the present piece ranks high in quality and is strongly recommended.

479 1848 CAL. NGC graded AU-55. In December 1848, the Military Governor of California, Col. R.B. Mason, sent 228 ounces of newly mined California gold 
to the Secretary of War, William L. Marcy. Marcy forwarded the gold to the Philadelphia Mint, with instructions to use the gold for Congressional medals for 
Generals Zachary Taylor and Winfield Scott. Any leftover gold was to be turned into specially marked quarter eagles. A total of 1,389 1848-dated quarter eagles 
were struck from the California gold shipment, each one stamped with the letters CAL. in the upper reverse field above the eagle. The stamping appears to have 
been done while the coins were still in the press, as none of the obverse features appear to have been flattened. At least one example (James FE. Lindsay - 1978 
GENA, lot 1839) shows triple punching. Some 1848 CAL. quarter eagles have been called proofs in the past (Delp, Miles, Pierce, and Kern), but none were 
struck from the same dies as true 1848 proof quarter eagles. Dubbed America’s first commemorative, and rightfully so, as this issue was struck from raw gold, 
fresh from the gold fields of 1848, and issued to pay tribute to America’s new-found riches. For the record, we note that all genuine 1848 CAL. quarter eagles 
have a small, square period after CAL. 


A lightly circulated piece with a pronounced reddish-golden appearance, particularly over the reverse. As is typical, the central obverse details and the eagle’s neck 
are softly struck, with the stars, legends, and date quite sharp. Traces of luster remain in the protected areas.

In 1908 the new quarter eagle and half eagle 
designs by Bela Lyon Pratt were not announced in advance. Suddenly, they 
appeared, somewhat to the surprise of numismatists. Augustus Saint-Gau- 
dens had been commissioned to redesign these two denominations, but had 
passed away on August 3, 1907, before having the chance to do so. An inter- 
mediary, William Sturgis Bigelow, a Boston area sculptor and a former stu- 
dent of Saint-Gaudens, enlisted Pratt to do the work. The Indian on the 
obverse represents a motif from life, in contrast to the Indian Head cent, 
which is a fantasy, putting a war bonnet on the head of a young girl. Realism 
in Indian motifs occurred earlier with the Series of 1899 “Indian Chief” $5 
Silver Certificate. The reverse, with a perched eagle, pays tribute to Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens and is similar in concept to that used on the 1907 $10, in 
turn borrowed from the unofficial inaugural medal for Theodore Roosevelt 
by Saint-Gaudens, 1905, and beyond that inspired by ancient coinage. 


Brilliant and highly lustrous with an exceptional strike that includes some of 
the almost never present feathers on the eagle's upper wingtip. The surfaces 
exhibit a warm, orange-gold appearance and, as expected of the superlative © 
grade, there are no distracting marks.

The Proof 1887 $3 variety with an unusual reverse die alignment was noticed as early as 1907, when Elmer S. Sears 
noted in his 1907 fixed price list that a Proof of this date has a reverse that “turns sideways.” Interestingly, in a list some 11 years later in 1918, Sears listed anoth- 
er 1887 $3 gold; in this case it was one that “turns correctly.” 


On this specimen, the dies have rotated about 15 degrees counterclockwise when viewing the coin from the obverse over to the reverse. Many other die align- 
ments are found for this date as well, up to and including a 360fdegree or medal turn, where the reverse design displays right-side-up when coin is turned on its 
horizontal axis rather than on its vertical axis. Deep and haunting yellow-gold with rich reddish highlights on the reverse that seemingly glow from within the 
heavily frosted motifs and deeply mirrored fields of this outstanding Superb Gem Proof. An impressive survivor from a proof mintage for the date of just 160 
pieces.

REMARKABLE GEM CAMEO PROOF 1879 FLOWING HAIR STELLA 





1879 Flowing Hair. NGC graded Proof 65 Cameo. The brainchild of Honorable John A. Kasson then United States minister to Austria in 1879, the $4 gold 
Stella earned its nickname from the star that dominates the reverse design (stella, Latin for star). John Kasson also served as chair of the Committee of Coinage, 
Weights, and Measures earlier in his congressional career, and was a staunch advocate of the United States developing a denomination that would be valued and 
weighed metrically, as used in Europe, and would thus circulate at par with such well-used world gold issues as the Spanish 20 pesetas, Austrian eight florins, Ital- 
ian 20 lire, Dutch eight florins, and the French 20 francs. The Committee of Coinage, Weights, and Measures considered Kasson's proposal, forwarding the sug- 
gestion that a name <I>. . .suitable for the four-dollar coin would be ‘one stella’ analogous to one eagle, both the star and the eagle being national emblems on 
our coins.</I> Kasson's proposal was not necessarily innovative, for certain earlier proposals had resulted in Paquet's pattern $5 pieces of 1868 and the later Bick- 
ford pattern issues of the 1870s. Foreign exchange rates of the era were seldom constant - some things never change - and even a denomination such as the pro- 
posed $4 coinage would never precisely fit the exchange rates of the day, nor quite match the coins of Europe it sought to compete with. It would still be neces- 
sary to make exchange-rate computations and give change using other smaller denominations. All that aside, Kasson's $4 denomination was still greeted with 
congressional enthusiasm. Both Charles E. Barber and George T. Morgan were responsible for designs of the $4 gold piece. Barber's design bore a portrait of Lib- 
erty with hair loose and flowing, today's Flowing Hair type, as offered here, while Morgan's design showed a more austere Liberty, hair tightly coiled and coifted, 
better known today as the Coiled Hair type. 


A classic coin ever since the time of its mintage, the Flowing Hair Stella features Charles Barber's Liberty, perhaps his greatest artistic triumph. The beauty of the 
design, the novelty of a $4 gold piece, and its rarity have combined to make this one of America's most recognizable coins. Though perhaps a few hundred are 
known, very few are Gems and most show extensive evidence of handling. Among those called Cameo by PCGS, only 11 have been graded finer, and just three 
are certified in higher grades with the DCAM designation, (12/07) very few compared to the total known. The present piece boasts such superb technical qual- 
ity and inestimable beauty that it will appeal to even the most picky of numismatists. Just as it is a highlight of this sale, it will be a centerpiece in any cabinet.

Although the Bass-Dannreuther reference shows both the Tall 5 and 
Small 5 varieties in the R.3 range, we feel the Tall 5 die marriage is actually scarcer and much more elusive than the Small 5 variety, the only other known die 
variety of the year. These two varieties are easily distinguished by the size of the 5 in the denomination on the reverse. According to Mint records, half eagle 
coinage of 1811 amounted to 99,851 coins although the real total may have been a much smaller number. It is believed that the first or Tall 5 pieces were struck 
before other half eagles dated 1810, thus the confusion surrounding the mintage. Walter Breen suggested that over half of the reported mintage, or more than 
50,000 coins, were actually dated 1810. Of course, there may also have been a quantity of 1811 half eagles produced in 1812 and recorded in the mintage for 
that year, further confusing attempts to accurately research this data. 


This appears to be a rather early strike as the often-seen clashmarks and file marks are not present. Also, close examination of the reverse reveals numerous die 
striations, indicative of a new die. When turning the coin, the viewer observes a few degrees counterclockwise die rotation, this being rather common on these 
early gold issues. This is a frosty and highly lustrous example with rich yellow-gold surfaces. Both sides have a few minimal abrasions that are entirely consistent 
with the grade, and a sharp strike shows overall. A formidable opportunity for the early gold specialist. PCGS Population: 6 in 64, just 2 are finer (11/07) for the 
Tall 5 variety.

REMARKABLE PREMIUM GEM 1907 HIGH RELIEF DOUBLE EAGLE 





1907 High Relief, Wire Rim. PCGS graded MS-66. The Saint-Gaudens double eagle arguably stands above the rest as the single most magnificent coin of this, 
or any era in America’s history. As the 20th century dawned, Augustus Saint-Gaudens was a towering figure in the sphere of American fine arts. Widely acclaimed 
as the nation’s preeminent sculptor, he was also a man of eloquence and influence who dominated the art world of his day, not only by example, but also through 
the exercise of power and persuasion. 


His brilliance and renown brought him to the attention of President Theodore Roosevelt, and the two men developed a warm relationship that was both personal 
and professional. In 1905, Saint-Gaudens designed a handsome inaugural medal for the president. Pleased and impressed, Roosevelt then invited him to fashion 
prospective new designs for the two largest U.S. gold coins, the double eagle and eagle, and also for a one cent piece which never reached production. Saint-Gau- 
dens welcomed the challenge and plunged into the project with all his prodigious energy and skill. Both men admired the high-relief coinage of ancient Greece, 
and both agreed that U.S. gold coins patterned after that model would be a spectacular achievement. They would also stand in stark contrast to the two rather 
plain coins that were being replaced, the Liberty double eagle and the Coronet eagle, both of which had their roots in the first half of the 19th century. 


Although his health was deteriorating as the project went along, Saint-Gaudens created superb designs for both gold coins. The double eagle, especially, is a mas- 
terpiece. Its obverse features a standing portrait of Liberty with a torch in her right hand and an olive branch in her left. She is shown in full stride with rays of 
sunlight behind her and the U.S. Capitol Building to the left of her flowing gown. Encircling her are 46 stars - one for each state in the Union at that time. The 
coin’s reverse depicts a breathtaking eagle in flight, with the sun below extending its rays upward. Above the eagle, in two semicircular tiers, are the inscriptions 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and TWENTY DOLLARS. Saint-Gaudens placed another required motto, E PLURIBUS UNUM, along the edge of the 
coin, thus reducing the clutter on the obverse and reverse and reinforcing the popular, “open look.” He and Roosevelt also conspired to omit INGOD WE 
TRUST from the new double eagles, but God-fearing members of Congress noticed this and mandated addition of this motto on later issues, starting near the 
end of 1908. On pieces produced thereafter, it appears above the sun on the reverse. 


Roosevelt and Saint-Gaudens intended that the coin would be struck in high relief to bring out each exquisite detail. Unfortunately, though, the artist succumbed 
to cancer in August 1907, almost on the eve of the coin’s debut. Meanwhile, Roosevelt was preoccupied with more pressing matters of state. All this, combined 
with the requirements of mass-produced coinage, gave Mint Chief Engraver Charles E. Barber a chance and an excuse to reduce the coin’s extremely high relief. 


Fortunately, the beauty of the coin remains dazzling, even in lower relief. And thankfully, Saint-Gaudens’ original art was preserved in its pristine beauty through 
the minting of small numbers of Extremely High Relief patterns and High Relief circulation strikes in 1907. The date was shown in Roman numerals as MCMVII 
on the High Relief coins. After striking about 11,000 High Relief coins on medal presses in November and December 1907, Mint officials substituted new dies 
with the modified, lower relief, and these remained in use through the end of the series. As if to underscore the shift from the classical to the commercial, the 
Mint used Arabic numbers in dating all reduced-relief double eagles. 


Offered here is a truly exceptional example with the assigned grade MS66. Both sides present a bright yellow-golden appearance with hints of lemon patina near 
the borders on each side. All details are sharply defined including the eagle’s feathers and Liberty's gown and, as expected of the premium grade, there are no men- 
tionbale marks or scuffs on either side. For future identification, remnants of a fingerprint are seen at the base of the reverse. An exceptional opportunity for the 
collector who requires that finest quality.

MAGNIFICENT MCMVII HIGH RELIEF DOUBLE EAGLE 





392 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim. PCGS graded MS-65. The High Relief Saint-Gaudens’ double is one of the most popular and beautiful coins to have ever been 
produced. The designs were completed by Augustus Saint-Gaudens just months before his death in August 1907. The original concept coin was the so-called 
“Ultra High Relief” which lacked the rim (seen here), and was truly more of a medal than a coin which could actually circulate. Only about 18 Ultra High Reliefs 
are known today. The first realistic revision was detuning the design to the “High Relief” variety that still required about three blows of a hydraulic medal press 
to properly strike up the design elements. Saint-Gaudens wished to create something comparable to the coinage of the ancient Greeks with bold, yet artistic 
devices. President Theodore Roosevelt carved a path through miles of bureaucratic red tape for this design to become reality. It is estimated about 12,000 High 
Relief double eagles were struck in November and December 1907. 


The surfaces are simply magnificent on this coin. The strike is full and complete, with all of Liberty's features fully outlined including her hair and the folds in 
her gown. The eagle is a testament to the artistic skill of the designer with the high ridge of the wing rising dramatically above the surface of the field. The Wire 
Rim is the more commonly seen variant, as opposed to the Flat Rim, which is the result of a different coining collar design used for the earlier strikings. About 
two-thirds of all High Reliefs were of the Wire Rim variety. A formidable Premium Gem example that will be the crown jewel of any superior gold collection.

ELUSIVE GEM 1907 SAINT-GAUDENS HIGH RELIEF WITH FLAT RIM 





595 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim. PCGS graded MS-65. In 1905, President Theodore Roosevelt, historically the president who took the most active interest in our 
coinage designs, was disappointed with the mundane state of America’s aging coinage designs. He had recently taken an interest in ancient Greek coins that he 
had seen on display, and lamented the fact that the currency of his era was plain and uninspired by comparison. Accordingly, Roosevelt contacted his long time 
acquaintance, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, and asked him to redesign the entire U.S. coinage spectrum, from the small bronze cent up to the gold double eagle. 
Saint-Gaudens, America’s most admired sculptor, kept his studio in Cornish, New Hampshire where he prepared sketches and working models of his ideas. By 
the summer of 1907, Saint-Gaudens had nearly completed the work on the Indian $10 design as well as the new $20 design, which he based on his statue of Vic- 
tory, part of the Sherman Victory Monument which still stands today in New York City’s Central Park. On August 3, 1907, Saint-Gaudens succumbed to can- 
cer without ever seeing an example of his work in a legal tender format. His work was finished by his assistant, Henry Hering. Meanwhile, a great “war” (Roo- 
sevelt called it his “pet crime”) had broken out between the Mint and Charles Barber on one side, and President Roosevelt on the other. Barber was upset that 
Roosevelt had unkind words for his dime, quarter, and half dollar designs (which had circulated as current coin of the realm since 1892), and he was also incensed 
that an outside artist had been chosen to redesign the coinage. Barber protested that the high relief of the dies would prevent the coins from striking causing Roo- 
sevelt to state that the MCMVII $20 coins would be produced if it took all day to strike just one coin! Despite Barber’s shenanigans, the coins were eventually 
produced to the tune of several hundred pieces a day, though not without difficulties, as each coin needed three blows from the dies to be rendered to its full 
advantage. In time, it is estimated about 11,250 High Relief MCMVII double eagles were produced to Teddy Roosevelt's satisfaction. Barber then redesigned the 
dies, reducing them in depth resulting in a much less dynamic appearance, remaining through the demise of the series in 1933.

The dies for this meaningful and important issue were prepared by Albert Kuner, a well-known 
and prolific engraver of dies who offered his talents to more than one California private gold issuer. Kuner arrived in San Francisco in July 1849, and soon after 
created the dies for the present issue, no doubt among the very first works he preformed after relocating there. He remained in that city until he died in 1906. 


Light yellow-gold surfaces with traces of mint bloom in the protected areas. The overall design type of this popular issue closely copies that of the federal half 
eagles of the era, though MOFFAT & Co. adorns her coronet rather than LIBERTY. A few faint marks are noted, as should be expected, however none of those 
are worthy of individual mention. An altogether pleasing example of a fairly rare and desirable private gold issue from the halcyon days of the ‘49ers.

MINTING AN 1851 $50 


The large and impressive lettered edge $50 coins made in February 1851 were created by a very complicated process involving the following separate steps once 
the planchet was produced: 


Step 1. The obverse and reverse motifs were stamped from a pair of dies. These dies had been made in New York City by Humbert and brought with him to Cal- 
ifornia. The obverse features an eagle holding a shield, perched on a rock, with a thin ribbon inscribed LIBERTY in its beak. Above is a blank ribbon suitable for 
inscription. The dies of this style were the work of Charles Cushing Wright. Inscriptions on these patterns as well as the first octagonal ingots produced for cir- 
culation have simply the letters D C DWT. GRS. It was intended that the value in dollars and cents and the weight in pennyweights and grains could simply be 
stamped in the place provided. In this way ingots of $50, $100, $200, or any other desired denomination could be produced, differing from each other only by 
size, weight, and fineness, but incorporating the same stamp. The reverse is of a geometric “engine turned” design similar to that used on a watch case, and reflects 
Augustus Humbert’s skill as a maker of such cases-one of the occupations he had followed in New York City. 


Steps 2-4. The fineness was hand-stamped on the obverse with three separate numeral punches. Finenesses known to have been thus applied include 880 (usu- 
ally seen) and 887 (this coin). 


Step 5. The value (50) was hand-stamped on the obverse, from a single punch. This punch was also used to stamp 50 on the reverse of this issue. 


Steps 6-13. In eight separate operations each of the eight edge faces was stamped with a logotype punch, the eight punches reading incuse: AUGUSTUS / HUM- 
BERT / UNITED / STATES / ASSAYER / OF GOLD / CALIFORNIA / 1851. There was no particular standard starting or stopping place for the inscriptions, 
and the position of a given part of the inscription varies with relation to its position to design elements. Most have inverted inscriptions in relation to the obverse. 
If there was a favorite starting and stopping place it was with 1851 in the 6:00 position (as viewed from the obverse), AUGUSTUS to the left in the 7:30 posi- 
tion, etc., continuing the inscription clockwise. More pieces have been seen with this arrangement than with any other-but, as noted, there seems to have been 
no rule in this regard. 


Thus, it took at least 13 steps to create one of the early $50 pieces. 


Step 14. The value (50) was hand-stamped on the reverse, from a single punch. Some of the early issues had the denomination 50 stamped at the center of the 
reverse, a 14th step (this coin). The same punch was used as for Step 5 above. 


An outstanding original example of this early “hand-crafted” Augustus Humbert slug. The surfaces are a deep honey gold color with soft green overtones seen on 
each side. The devices are boldly struck up, with the central details of the eagle’s neck and body feathers well defined and separated from the arrow feathers and 
upper portion of the shield, which design elements are themselves somewhat soft and rounded as usual. The rim exhibits a couple of minor nicks and marks, 
scarcely worthy of mention. The rim is smooth and rounded otherwise, with only minor imperfections which are natural for an unstruck planchet, as made. The 
planchet shows several small fissures and imperfections that did not strike out, and the engine turned design fades somewhat toward the center, indicating a some- 
what uneven strike. A lovely Brilliant Uncirculated example of this seldom seen Humbert rarity, and an important opportunity for the Territorial gold specialist.

The journal of William Perkins, a ‘49er who kept a detailed account of his activities, 1849-52, calls these issues “adobes,” noting therein: “adobe is the vulgar but 
general name given to a rough octagonal shaped coin made in California, of the value of fifty dollars. It was made from the ordinary gold without refining or 
alloying it.”

The $50 gold coins of Wass, Molitor & Company join those of Augustus Humbert, and the U.S. Assay Office of Gold as the largest denomination coins struck 
for circulation in California. But while the coins of the latter two firms appear for a sale at auction with regularity, issues of Wass, Molitor & Company do not. 
When they do appear, they tend to be graded VF to XF, and are often softly struck as discussed above. The present coin, while not perfect, has much to offer in 
terms of sharpness color, and general eye appeal regardless of the imperfections. A somewhat scarcer issue, and always in demand.
